THREE NATIONALISTS 
ARE AMONG MEMBERS 


Dawes Ptan Enforcement 
Not Endangered by Cab- 
inet—Rabid Anti-Monar- 
chist Feeling Disappears.

BRerlin, January 15.—For the first 
time since the war, Germany has a 
government tinged with the monar- 
chistic idea. Hans Luther, former 
finance minister, was appointed chan- 
cellor Thursday by President Ebert, 
and automatically the tentative cabi- 
net selected by Luther became the 
German government. 

Among Luther's 
three members. of 
party. The nationalist party is semi- 
monarchistic. Thug in the eleventh 
after-war government, Germany finds 
a suggestion of the governmental 
theories that were thought to have 
accompanied the Hohenzollerns when 
that distinguished family sped across 
the Dutch border to escape the dan- 
gers of revolution. 

Cabinet Chosen by Luther. 
Luther's cabinet is as follows 
Foreign secretary, Gustav Strese- 

mann; interior, Martin Schiele; eco- 
nomics, Karl Neuhaus; labor, Hein- 
rich Trauns; defense, Otto Gegsler; 
posts, Herr Stingl, and agricuiture, 
Count von Kanite. — 

The ministers of finance, transpor- 
tation and justice have not been se- 
lected yet. 

Stresemann is a holdover from the 
cabinet of Former Chanceijlor Marx in 
which Luther aiso served. So is 
Brauns. It was Stresemann who con- 
trived the inclusion in the new cabi- 
net of his friends in the nationalist 

party. Stresemann himself is a mem- 
her of the people's party but his stand 
on monarchy never has been definite- 
ly stated. His position shifted con- 
stantly during the campaign befere 
the election of December 6. 

Stresemann Blocked Cabinct. 

Since the election, German politi- 
cians have been trving to form a cabi- 
nec. All of them tailed for une reason 
or another, usually Stresemann’s in- 
sistence that the nationalists be in- 
cluded, until Luther came along and 
welcomed the nationalists, at the same 
time managing to obtain the consent 
of the centrist party to serve in a 
cabinet with nationalist ministers. 

Schiele, Neuhaus and Ven Kantiz 
are the nationalist members of the 
new cabinet. It was the pvrationalists 
who first refused to accept the Dawes 
plan in the reichstag. Finally they 
were prevailed upon to permit the 
adoption of the rebabilitation scheme. 

Dawes Plan Not Endangered. 
The Dawes plan is not believed to 

be endangered by the inclusion of the 
cabinet of the three nationalists, but 
their inclusion «does indicate the dis- 
appearance of the rabid anti-monar- 
chist feeling that swept Germany aft- 
er the debacle of Hohenzollern rule 
which ended in the armistice. 

Chancellor Luther probably will pa- 
rade his government before the reich- 
stac Friday, when he will make a 
formal declaration of  poliev. This 
declaration will reiterate Germany's 
intention to adnev-e to the Dawes plan 
and emphasize the necessitv of main- 
taining peace and order within Ger- 
many. | 

Following this etatment, Luther 
will ask a vote of ecnfidence from the 
reichstag.

BALFOUR’S NOTE TO BE 
BASIS OF NEGOTIATION 


Early Settlement of Debt 
to Britain Is Seen by 
Clementel, Following In- 
terchange of Letters. 


BY JOHN O'BRIEN. 

Paris, January 15.—Great Britain 
and France have begun negotiations 
toward the payment of the French 
debt. The conversations so far are 
of purely unofficial status, and for 
the moment they rest in letters ex- 
changed between Winston Churchill 
and Etienne Clementel, the financial 
chiefs of the two nations. 

Clementel initiated the negotiations 
with a letter to Churchill, asking for 
a statement of British debt policy. 
Churchill replied that the statement 
would be forthcoming, and that the 
British cabinet would endeavor to 
“place France in a position to present 
definite proposals.” 

The text of the letters was made 
public Thursday. 

Latter to Churchill. 
* On January 10, Clementel addressed 
Churchill as follows: 

“The allied conference now sitting 
is about to determine the actual condi- 
tions of the Dawes plan, thereby mark- 
ing a new stage in the road to the get- 
tlement of reparations France desires 
that all other problems arising froia 
the liquidation of the war also should 
be approached and dealt with effec. 
tively. 

“In the forefront of the problems is 
inter-allied debts. The various Brit- 
ish notes on this subject always have 
been inspired by the same principles, 


the examination of which France now 


is prepared to resume, and also is de- 
sirous of reaching an equitable and 
friendly settlement. But, in order to 
continue the investigation, France 
would like to know whether the Brit. 


ish government adheres to the princi- 


ples of the previous notes, particu- 
larly that of Lord Curzon, dated 
August 11, 1928, and how she would 
apply them.”

Although recent rains caused the 
Chattahoochee river to swell out of its 
banks and rise to the highest mark in 
several years, no harm has been done 
either to the city reservoirs or those of 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany, it was stated Thursday. 

W. Zode Smith, general manager of 
waterworks, explained that the dike 
which guards Station No. 1 had proved 
sufficient protection. The river over- 
flowe. its banks, rising about 25 feet, 
Mr. Smith said, but the water still was 
several feet from the top of the dike. 

Power company officials also stated 
that while the river was far higher 
than normal, very little damage was 
done any of its properties, as practi- 
cally all power plants are amply pro- 
tected against any except an unprece- 
dented rise in the river.

Saying liquor “outlaws” are paying 
fines and penalties almost equal to en- 
forcement costs, Wheeler predicted 
that “these receipts would be doubled 
if all courts followed the example of 
those now doing their duty.”

metropolitan district could be estab- 
lished without a charter amendment. 

The question of taxation also hinges 
largely on the verdict of the legal com- 
mittee. In accordance with present 
plans, funds for maintenance of the 
district would be raised by the. vari- 
ous counties included in the district, 
the amounts to be certified by the 
school board, or whatever the gov- 
erning body of the school district is 
called, 

It is estimated that a rate of approx- 
imately $1.40 would be necessary to 
maintain the district. At present, At- 
lanta has no school. tax the school 
departmentsbeing supported by 26 per 
cent of the.city’s total revenue, plus 
whatever special appropriations are 
granted by council. However, school 
taxes are levied in Fulton county as 
well as in College Park and East 
Point, the other systems to be affected 
by the merger. 

County Tax Rate. 

The county rate is 75 cents in that 
part of the county outside of the cor- 
porate limits of Atlanta, with an ad- 
ditional 10 cent tax which applies to 
the entire county, including Atlanta. 
Exact figures were not available, but 
it was stated that the school tax rate 
in College Park and East Point is 
almost $5. All of those taxes, of 
course, would be abolished under the 
plan proposed to raise funds for the 
new district. 

The other big problem—location of 
schools, and especially high schools—- 
also must be given serious considera- 
tion. It was shown that it would be 
impossible for students to travel from 
College Park or East Point to at- 
tend a school on the north side of 
Atlanta, and it would be equally im- 
possible for students residing near 
the north boundary of the district to 
attend a school located in the south- 
ern nart. A plan must be worked 
out by which all sections of the 
district would be served, and it is 
possible that as many as four high 
schools will be required. 

Porter to Name Committees. 


The subcommittees, which will he 
appointed within the next few days 
by Herbert Porter, chairman of the 
general committee, wilh meet as soon 
as possible, and prepare reports for 
submission to the general committee. 
which in turn will study them and 
make recommendations to the general 
public. 

It is planned to hold a referendum 
on the merger late in February, and 
if the people vote favorably, to re- 
quest the 1925 legislature to take 
whatever action is found to be neces- 
gary in establishment of the district. 

The committee consists of 21 mem- 
bers, and is composed of the respec- 
tive mayors of Atlanta, College Park, 
East Point, and Hapeville; the chair- 
man of the Fulton county commis- 
sioners; presidents of the boards of 
education of Atlanta, East Point, Ful- 
ton county, and College Park, and

The port differentials, discrimat- 
ing against the south are the result 
of the demands of certain railroads 
following serious rate wars, and are 
specific illustrations of traffic fa- 
yoritisms. AS a resuit, the south- 
ern ports not only suffer, but the 
shippers suffer from delays and 
port and warehouse congestions at 
eastern ports. At this time millions 
of bushels of wheat are being sacri- 
ficed to congestion at eastern ports 
through the lack of adequate ele- 
vator capacity. 

Fair and just distribution through 
all the ports is essential to the best 
interests of all the producers of ex- 
port commodities in all sections. It 
is fundamentally wise, and if the 
Butler bill is enacted it will serve 
in eliminating much sectional prej- 
udice that is morally wrong and eco- 
nomically destructive.

THE PAR POUND. 

The present visit to the United 
States of high officials of the Bank 
of England is very probably related 
to the gold parity situation. The 
pound sterling is now but little short 
of a gold par, and a return of the 
United Kingdom to a gold basis is 
obviously near at hand. The visit 
of the mission is believed to seek 
assurance that when the step is 
taken there will be no drive in this 
country against British credit. 

The settling of England into her 
pre-war gold standard money stabil- 
ity will have an important influence 
throughout the commercial world, 
and most especially in the United 
States. 

Discussing the move, obviously 
imminent, The Minneapolis Tribune 
Says: 


“To a certain degree the lower 
value of the pound sterling since the 
war has had its industrial advantages 
to England, just as to a far greater 
degree the low value of the paper mark 
gave Germany for a time a grasp on 
the trade owhip-handle. Therefore 
there was a school of thought in Eng- 
land that counselled inflation and the 
cheap pound. But just as the United 
Kingdom refused to follow Stanley 
Baldwin into protection endeavors, so 
it has apparently_refused to accept the 
theory of cheap sterling. England's 
prosperity was built on free trade and 
a gold value pound, and the nation’s 
faith in both those principles is still 
intact.” 

The establishment of a full gold 
parity will mean, of course, that 
Great Britain must be prepared to 
pay gold upon demand for all Bank 
of England notes offered. 
aration, that country has _ for 
months been gathering a gold re- 
serve. It is not probable that any 
lack of confidence will occasion a 
general movement on the part of 
note-holders to cash in for the ac- 
tual yellow metal, and yet it is nec- 
essary to be prepared for such an 
emergency. Hence the “feeling out” 
of sentiment that is engaging the 
time of the mission now in America.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


RIGHT ME IF I'M WRONG. 
My teaching is so simple and clear, 
in regard to the nature and cause of 
those respiratory diseases which are 
wrongly called “colds” that even a 
ehild can understand it. I maintain 
that there is no danger or harm in 
‘exposure’ in any circumstances, ex- 
cept frostbite and sunburn. “Kx- 
posure,’ in any circumstances, is mere- 
ly a question of personal comfort, not 
a hygienic question at all. One may 
suffer from exposure, even when frost- 
bite or sunstroke does not occur, but 
one fs in no danger of any illness there- 
from and certainly one is not specif- 
ically predisposed to any of the res- 
piratory diseases by such suffering. 
That is the only conclusion we can 
iraw from general human experience 
and from scientific experimentation. ! 
may be wrong about this. If I am, ] 
hope somebody will show me. 

I have already challenged physicians, 
sanitarians, hygienists and _ public 
health authorities to point out any 
flaw in my arguments or position on 
this question. I invite any reader 
who discerns a flaw or anything il- 
logical in my teachings to point it out 
in a letter not too long to work into 
my limited space here. 

Write me if I’m wrong, but don’t 
tell me how Mr. Jones took cold and 
died after getting his feet wet or his 
neck shaved, for that is neither evi- 
dence nor argument, but just history. 
If you can tell me how Mr. Jones has 
just had the misfortune to get his feet 
wet or his neck shaved and the doc- 
tors entertain no hope for his re- 
covery, that will be great stuff and 
I'll be glad to tell as much of the 
world as possible about it here—pro- 
vided Mr. Jones. does actually suc- 
cumb according to plan. 

It is a little curious, but one never 
hears of a_ prophecy of that kind 
getting into the newspapers. Predie- 
tions of death from exposure or damp- 
ness so rarely come true! Somehow 
people are never very certain about 
the wet feet or the neck shave until 
after Mr. Jones has passed away. 

Even the watchful public health 
guardians who from time to _ time 
warn the people against getting the 
feet wet or the neck shaved in this 
cold damp weather, never seem to 
detect cases like that in time to call 
public attention to the inevitable re- 
sult or to rush to the aid of the un- 
fortunate a health department car 
with a hot mustard foot bath or a 
nice warm muffler. Health officers 
in Janesville and Buffalo recently 
warned people about the dangers of 
wet feet, and the Buffalo health offi- 
cers advised those who by ill luck 
planted their feet in a puddle to take 
a hot mustard foot bath immediately.

Because the operator of a cab. ot 
the YeNow Taxicab company, of At- 
lanta, did not exercise reasonable care, 
under the information in his posses- 
sion, to protect a passenger from in- 
jury at the hands of a third party. 
the company is liable in a suit for 
damages brought by the injured pas 
senger, the court of appeals of\Georgia 
held in a decision handed-down Thur2- 
day. 

The case arose as a result of the 
strike-of the railroad shopmen in 1922. 
According to the testimony in the case 
one S. D. Carmichael came to At 
lanta to work as a machinist in the 
Seaboard shops here during the strike. 
He and three other workers were met 
by a representative of the company at

him to turn into the shop grounds at 
a particular entrance, in order to avoid 
pickets of striking shopmen at other 
entrances. Again, when the shops 
were reached, the proper entrance 
was pointed out, put the taxi driver 
drove on at a high rate of speed until 
a group of strike pickets was reached 
Here he slowed his cab and some of 
the strikers made the occupants dis 
mount. Carmichael was beaten and 
left in a ditch, unconscious, until 
morning, when a passing motorist took 
him to the city.

injuries, 


The case was brought in Fulton 
superior court and the defendant com- 
pany filed a demurrer, which the lower 
court overruled. The court of appeals 
sustained the action by its decision 
Thursday. It held that the informa- 
tion given the taxi driver at the time 
he was engaged was sufficient and 
explicit enough to make him, the sole 
agent of the company, negligent when

Moscow, January 15.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)}—The resignation of 
Secretary Hughes and the suggestion 
in some American newspapers that his 
withdrawal presiges a change in the 
American government's attitude to- 
ward Soviet Russia have greatly 
heartened the bolshevik officials and 
press. 

The belief is indulged in many quar- 
ters that Mr. Hughes’ retirement was 
due directly to a disagreement with 
President Coolidge and his colleagues 
over the question of recognizing the 
soviet, and the prediction is freely 
made that one of the first acts of the 
new secretary, Frank B. Kellogg. will 
be in the direction of giving official 
countenance to the soviet regime, The 
bolshevik papers print derisive car- 
toons of Secretary Hughes, usually 
referring to him as an uncompro- 
mising foe of the soviet.
